.jeet  was  brought  under  the  n.,tiee  of  tlie  Syno.l  of  the   Diocese  of  N,na 
Scotiii  in  the  address  of  llie  IJishop  on  June  -iTth. 

On  tue  1st  July  the  matter  came  hefoi^e  the  Synod  l.y  resolution.  Afte,- 
discussion  It  was  unanimously  deoi.led  l.y  l.oth  orders,  that  a  "Church 
School  for(J,rls,  at  Windsor,  Nova  Scotia,"  shouM  he  f.,rtl.vvith  estal.lishe.l 
<.n  the  basis  of  a  Joint  Stock  Cm.pany,  and  on  the  following  conditinns  .- 

I.  The  riiiancial  atlairs  of  the  Association  shall  be  manage.l  ],y  a  I'.oard 
of  seven  Directors,  to  be  elected  by  the  Shareholders  in  such  way  as  they 
may  determine. 

II.  The  Discipline  and  Instruction,  as  well  as  the  appointment  of  the 
leaching  StaH,  siiall  be  controlled  by  a  lioard  of  nine  Trustees,  three  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Shareliolders,  one  by  the  Synod  <,f  Nova  Scotia,  one  by 
the  Synod  of  Fredericton,  two  by  the  (Jovernors  of  King\s  Colle.^e  out  of 
then-  own  body,  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  the  IJishop  of  Frederict-u. 
Ihe  l>isliop  of  Nova  Scotia  to  be  Chairman  ex  officio.  (L>)

'I'lii'  tii>.t  inci'ting  of  the  I'lomotors  was  lielil  at 
Wimlsoi-  i<\\  tlic  loth  July,  wliuii  aiTiuiiuenieMtis  vsi^'c  maik'  fr.r  tlic  piirciiase 
of  the  K<l_i,'cliill  ;>;•(. iiiTty.  v)ii  tlie  Ttli  August  a  iiicftiug  of  tlie  Sluiie- 
hoMurs  ill  tlie  "Ciiiiicli  Suiiool  for  (iirls,"  was  lieM  at  Ivlgeliil!  iiiid  seven 
I'lovisioual  Diiectois  appnintrd.  On  the  12th  Nov.  at  a  general  meeting 
of  the  Shareholders,  at  Windsor,  the  Hoard  of  'I'rustees  and  the  IJoard  of 
Direetors  were  duly  organized,  and  it  was  decided  to  open  the  Seliool  on 
. I. Hillary  Stji,  1S!»I. 

(hi  tliat  day  tlie  Lady  I'rineipal  Mitli  a  full  teaching  stall',  together 
with  tueiity-seven  resident  jiiipils  and  fifteen  day  schol.us  were  present. 
With  uHU'li  regret,  several  pupils  had  to  he  deeliiied  in  conseiiuenee  of  the 
huihling  at  Kdgehill  not  lieiiig  fitted  to  aceoinmodate  more  than  thirty-five 
residents.  That  the  School  opened  full  was  a  matter  for  coiignitulation, 
hut  tlie  insutileieiicy  of  the  acconimodation  impressed  on  the  Trustees  and 
Uirectoi's  the  duty  of  })rovi<liiig,  at  the  earliest  eonveiiieiit  iierifxl,  for  those 
uiio  liad  sought  or  might  seek  admission. 

Steps  were  at  once  taken  to  procure  plans  for  a  luiilding  complete  in 
itself,  for  the  residence  of  fifty  more  lioarder.s,  with  class  rooms,  gymna- 
-^iuiii,  cajiacious  dormitories  and  all  modern  conveniences. 


The  foundation  of  the  New  Building  was  commenced  on  the  iStli  May, 
ls!tl,  within  less  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  initiatory  proceeduigs 
taken  on  the  '2.")th  .June,  ]S!)(). 

An  Act  of  Incorporation  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia 
nil  ']'ue.sday,  May  Ifttli,  1S<)L  Under  tlii.s  Act  the  liability  of  Shareholders 
is  limited  to  the  amount  of  their  subscribed  stock. 

The  Property  of  the  Corporation. 

The  area  of  the  Edgehill  property  is  a  little  over  eight  acres.  Nearly 
one  half  is  a  terraced  slojie,  surrounded  by  a  trimmed  spruce  fence  about 
ten  feet  in  height.  The  mean  length  of  the  grounds  is  eleven  hundred  feet, 
the  mean  breadth  a  little  fiver  thi'ee  hundred  'i'lie  basements  of  the 
Imildings  are  about  eigiity  feet  above  the  tidal  waters  of  the  Hay  of  Fundy. 

The  New  Building.

Tlie  r>Asi:MKNT  contains,  on  the  south  side,  kitchen  and  pantry,  with 
lift,  store  closet,  janitor's  sitting-room  and  l)e(l-idoni,  servants'  diiiin- 
room,  and  a  (Jvmnasii-m  4H  feet  long  and  21  feet  broad,  with  lavatory  and 
closet.  The  Cymnasinm  will  further  serve  as  a  Recreation  Koom,  and  an 
aid  to  I'hysical  Training.  On  tlie  north  side  of  the  basement  is  a  lar^c 
fuel  and  boiler  room,  servants'  lavatory,  bath-room  and  closet,  and 
capacious  scoie  room. 

On  the  l-iiisT  ok  (iKorNo  Fi.oou  is  the  dining-room,  im  feet  •_>  inclies 
l)y  ;{S  feet  S  ircjies,  adjoining  which  is  the  serving  pantry,  carvin-  room 
and  lift  from  the  kitciien.  Tiien  follows  tlie  '^'isitors'  room,  17  feet  S  imli.- 
by  14  feet  y.  inches,  with  one  door  leading  from  tlie  central  corridoi'  and 
one  from  the  main  entrance  hall.  This  hall  is  IS  feel  long  by  1(»  tcct 
2  inciies  broad,  lieing  further  enlarged  by  ;,  vestibule  II  feetS  inches 
wide  and  four  feet  two  inclies  deep. 

The  Main  Kntuanck  is  approached  by  fourteen  steps  from  tiie  central 
roail  through  the  property,  and  is  24(1  feet  from  the  entrance  -ate. 
On  the  riglit  of  the  main  entrance  hall  is  the  Lidy  Principals  drawing 
room,  20  feet  by  I?  feet  S  inches.  At  the  extremity  <>{  tiie  corridor  is  ■„ 
small  iJoard  room,  l(i  feet  by  !»  feet  2  inches.  Adjoining  is  a  small  store 
room  and  ".Safety  Lift"  to  the  third  floor.  Opposite  the  main  entrance 
is  the  east  staircase,  with  passage  and  stairway  to  tiie  (iymnasium.  At 
the  west  end  of  the  corridor  is  the  west  staircase  continued  from  ba.-e 
ment  to  third  floor.  Between  the  east  staircase  and  the  west  extremity 
of  the  building  on  the  north  .side  are  four  class  rooms,  three  being  17  feJt 
10  inches  by  17  feet  S  inches,  and  one  20  feet  0  inches  by  14  feet  :rinches, 

On  the  Skcom,  Floor,  on  the  .south  side,  is  a  large  dormitory  over  llie 
dining-room,  40  feet  by  ,S0  feet,  capable  of  containing  IS  alcoves,  each 
with  iron  bedstead,  washstand,  bureau  and  wardrobe."  It  is  provide.l 
with  two  double  entrance  doors.  On  the  same  side  of  the  building  are 
two  class  rooms,  17  by  14  feet,  and  a  governess  room  22  by  l(»\-et. 
Then  follows  the  Lady  I'rineiiial's  bed-room,  20  by  17  feet  «  inches.  On 
the  north  side  of  the  corridor,  which  is  })S  feet  in  length,  is  a  private  lava- 
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t'.iy  aii'l  liiitliioniu,  "Siifuty  Lift"  ami  cast  htiiirciis*; ;  tolIoN,  ,■,(  ly  tin-  IkuIi- 
rnuiiis,  liiviitdfy,  olu.scts,  tac,  all  in  one  conipartniont .  Ailjninin.n  is  a 
loiiiii  'iO  tVi.'l  ()  iiici.cs  liy  U  ffci  :{  inulics;  nt'xt  tn  tins  moni  is  a  den mitory, 
;tt»  ffft  liy  17  fuct  (i  inchfs,  aiianicJ  for  S  alcoves,  cadi  with  iron  l(C(i^tcall, 
w.ishstand,  Inuvau,  and  wardinhi'. 

Tlic  'riiiKii  Fl.oon  is  similar  in  all  itarticiilais  to  the  >ccond  lioor,  hav- 
ini;  lialli  rooms,  closets  and  lavatory  in  a  seiiarate  compartment.  llesidcs 
the  foiu'  larjic  dormitories,  and  the  Lady  I'rincipal's  idom.  il  will  he  seen 
that  tliei'c  are  ei;4lit  good-si/ed  rooms  and  erne  closet,  availai)le  for  class 
rooms  or  other  pin'poses,  on  the  second  and  third  floors. 

The  IJiiiJUNc  as  a  whole  contains  W'l  rooms,  li  hath  rooms,  !»  lavatory 
closets,  etc.,  in  closed  com]iartments,  -1  small  store  closets  I')  hy  S  feet,  a 
••Safety  Lift"  from  hasement  to  roof,  two  hroad  .stairways,  from  hasement 
to  third  lloor,  and  a  corridor  on  each  tiat  its  feet  lonii  hy  !l  feet  •_'  inches 
liroad.  Kach  corridor  is  wanned,  enli\('neil  and  ventilated  \\\  means  of  a, 
larj:e  open  lire-place,  hesides  hot  water  iieatin^^  pipes,  whi<h  are  distrih- 
nted  thron-hont  all  liie  rooms  in  the  Imildin-.  Two  hre  escapes  are  jji'o- 
vided,  one  at  the  east,  tile  other  at  the  west  extrenjity.  \'ent ilatin-i  .shafts 
.lie  introdnced  in  the  ))r()per  places,  all  slop  closets  and  W.  (".  closets 
heing  ])ro\ided  with  vent  sliafts  passing  to  the  roof. 

The  \'i;kaM)A,  which  is  on  part  of  the  south  side  and  on  the  east  side 
of  the  luiiMinu,  is  l(M)  feet  long  by  i)  feet  hroad,  and  will  foim  a  i)leasanl 
and  useful  promenade  in  wa,a  weather.  The  height  of  the  Imilding  from 
the  ground  to  roof  is  4S  feet,  to  the  sununit  of  the  tower  over  the  entrance 
hall,  70  feet,  l.esides  the  main  entrance  there  are  four  other  doorways, 
and  no  portion  of  the  doors  of  the  building  in  the  hasement  is  more  than 
one  foot  three  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  grouinl. 

The  old  building  contains  twenty  roon  besides  closets,  store  rooms, 
bath-room  and  frost-proof  cellars.  The  two  buildings  together  will  con- 
tain '^^  rooms,  with  a  proper  proportion  of  bath-rooms,  stoie  rooms,  closets 
and  cellars. 

Drainage  and  Water  Supply. 

Kkki;('TI-.\].  DiiAiNAcK  is  proviiled  through  a  J)  iucli  properly  trapped 
pipe  to  the  town  sewer  on  King  street,  with  a  fall  of  not  les.'s  than  .'iO  feet 
in  a  distauce  of  1(10  yards,  which  secures  rapid  exit.  All  the  drainage  from 
the  roof  and  veranda  goes  into  the  9  inch  drain  pipe  for  flu.shing  purposes. 

An  abundant  supply  of  water,  direct  from  the  town  main,  and  under 
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II  iircsstiiT  viU'yiiiii  fi'om  s(»  feet  tn  ,'{1  tVft,  MccDrdiim  to  .iltitmlc  in  tlic 
I'uil.liiic;,  is  prnvidcd  tuf  all  tlic  llonrs  ;iii<|  tli.'  roof.

Physicnl  Training. -The  Jlecrention  Grounds. 

'i'liese  lie  to  the  ■west  of  the  School  liuildiii  :s,  and  consist  of  two  levid 
portions,  an  up])er  and  lower  plateau,  ,se]iaraterl  hy  tcrnucs  aliout  Id  fet't 
liiiili  in  the  auL^'euate,  and  a  ^'I'^velied  road  l'_>  feet  liroad.  The  'ipi)ei 
plati'au  is  l'.'>(I  feet  loiiu  liy  1(10  feet  hroad,  and  is  divided  into  a  IJowlin^ 
(Jreen,  Lawn  Tennis  Court  and  a  Croinict  (Iround.  On  the  north  side  is  a 
l)ieUet  feiifo,  su])portinu  :^ia)ie  vines,  to  the  north  of  which  a,L'ain  is  tjie 
School  I'oad  to  the  I'addock  hereafter  descrilied.  The  lower  plateau  is  'J,")() 
feet  l'iM<;  hy  (;;?  feet  liroad.  It  is  desiuneil  for  Lawn  Tennis  and  ( 'roi|uet. 
West  of  tlio  Re<'r('ation  (Jrounds  is  the  School  I'addocU,  of  alioiit  4  acres 
in  area.  It  i.s  well  sui)])lied  with  water,  and  aflords  very  convenient  ])as- 
turnge.  The  grounds  south  and  oast  of  the  buildings  are  ehietly  in  grass 
plots  with  terraced  walks  on  the  south  ami  east  sides,  extending  for  five 
hundred  and  eighty  feet.  T.eyond  and  lif.iinding  these  on  \\w.  east  and 
south  i.s  a  close  spruce  fence  from  10  to  VI  feet  in  height.  The  .stahles,  cow 
houses  and  hen  yard  are  to  the  north  of  the  u])])cr  plateau  and  liack  road. 
They  are  situated  about  -JOO  feet  from  the  School  buildings. 

The  view  from  the  l^ecroation  (iround.s  is  very  extensive  and  varied, 
lieing  sheltered  from  northerly  winds,  as  well  iis  from  ob.sorvation,  by  a 
high  .sjiruce  hedge  with  board  fence  in  rear,  which  crowns  anotlier  terrace 
north  of  the  back  road,  the  Recreation  (ironnds  possess  features  of  rare 
e.xcellence  and  advantatre  *'or  (Miysical  Training  and  Education.
